from January 1 through May 21, 1983 totaled 289,928,000 short tons, 15.6 
percent below production in the same period of 1982, 

Production of Pennsylvania anthracite in the week ended May 21, 1983, as 
estimated by the Energy Information Administration, was 78,000 short tons, 

a decrease of 2,000 short tons or 2.5 percent from production in the previous 
week. Production in the corresponding week of 1982 was 95,000 short tons. 
Anthracite production from January 1 through May 21, 1983 totaled 1,594,000 
short tons, 18.0 percent below production in the same period of 1982,
